| DINOSAU RUS! 
GIANT DEFEN

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Tyrannosaurus Rex was well named, for its title meant “tyrant,” and it was 





the fiercest of all dinosaurs. It ruled the earth for millions of years, hunting 
and feasting on the plant-eating reptiles of its kingdom. However, nature 
provided the herbivorous beasts with some built-in protection to help defend 
themselves against the vicious, terrible “tyrant.” 


The Brontosaurus (thunder lizard), so titled 
because its giant steps shook the earth, was 
choice prey for meat-eaters and had little 
natural protection but sought refuge in the 
streams and swamps, for it could not out- 
run its enemies on land. It was just too big. 






The Triceratops (three-horned face) was 
equipped with a bony shield over its neck 
and shoulders, three horns on its head, and 
a powerful beak. In face-to-face combat, 
the Triceratops was certain to be the victor. 
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The Protoceratops (first of the horn-faces) 
was a small dinosaur about five feet long. 
Its protection was a bony scaffolding about 
its head, powerful neck, and strong jaws. 
Although it had no true horn, it was the 


ancestor of future true-horned dinosaurs. 


The Stegosaurus’ (plated lizard) small head 
and mouth offered it little defense, but its 
two rows of plated projections on its back 
and a long, spiked tail gave it a set of 
weapons feared by its hungry attackers.

When fossils “of extinct reptiles began to make an impression on men of science, 
England's Richard Owen decided to give the fossils a name to classify them. 


Dinosaur was the name he chose, and it is derived from two Greek words: deinos, 
terrible, and 80108, lizard. .. thus meaning terrible lizard, an n appropriate name. 





Dinosaurs lived during the Mesozoic period 
of Early History, which began over 200 mil- 
lion years ago and ended about 60 million 
years ago. They were distributed world wide, 
for their remains have been discovered and 
gathered from every part of the earth. 





All dinosaurs were egg-laying animals, but 
little is known of their family life. Appar- 
ently, eggs were laid on land in the sand 
and left to hatch in the sun. Nests have 
been discovered with remains of unhatched 
embryos still within the ancient eggs. 


They were cold-blooded animals and lived in 





a time when the temperature of the world 
was uniform and semi-tropical. Their in- 
ability to adjust to the cooling off of the 
world’s climate is one reason for their dis- 
appearance from the face of the earth. 





Some reptiles w were carnivorous, سے‎ tara, 
but others were herbivorous and lived mostly 
in swamps where plants were plentiful. The 
plant-eaters grew much larger than the 
meat-eaters, but they were always at the 
mercy of the vicious, carnivorous beasts.
